5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, Masuda (U.S. 5,569,897) as modified Morfsky (U.S. 5,743,429) an further by in view of 
Buchanan et al. (U.S. 5,950,179), taken alone or in combination with any other references fails to 
teach in an instant credit card application and dispensing system means determining whether a 
security deposit is necessary, based on the application, receiving a security deposit at the remote 
location, if it is determined that the security deposit is necessary; and instantly dispensing the 
credit card using the remote dispensing apparatus at the remote location, after the security 
deposit, if determined necessary, has been received. These limitations in conjunction with other 
limitations in the claimed invention were not shown by the prior art of record.
